Gen. Harrison ciearly defined the limits of 
reasonabie and prover reform of the tariff 
when he said in his letter: We will ro- 
with an intelligent prevision as to the effect 
upon domestic production and the wages of 
our working people.” In other words, Ro- 
publican tariff doctrine takes into view not 
simply the cheapness of goods but considers 
also the ability of consumers to buy. Pro- 
ducers are consumers as well, and the inter- 
ests of the entire community are interlaced 
with and dependent upon those of the classes 
immediately benefited by a protective tariff. 
A just tariff gives the producer a reasona- 
ble profit, and by equivalent benefits 
diffused through the community protects and 


sustains the consumer also in his ability |

A DEFICIT INSTEAD OF A SURPLUS. 

Cleveland talks of the serious “conse 
quences which follow the continued with- 
drawal and hoarding by the Government of 
the currency of the people.” In a country of 
this size and wealth the withdrawal“ and 
hoarding of $19,000,000 next year cannot be 
@ serious matter. But will the Democratic 
House next winter leave a dollar of the sum 
unappropriated?! Who believes it? 

Let us examine this surplus talk of hie in 
the light of t past. What are the Demo- 
oratic precedents that guide him?

So Congress passed an act to authorize the 
issue. of $10,000,000 in Treasury notes. Were 
the Mills bill to pass the moonshiners would 
quickly cut down the receipts from whisky 
from $80,000,000 to $20,000,000. This, with the 
losses on tobacco and the diminished custom- 
house receipts following the enlarged free 
Ust and the reduction of duties, would make 
a total of over $110,000,000.

CHICAGO'S DRESSED BEEF. 

The Pittsburg papers still continue their 
assault upon the dressed beef business of 
Chicago, and other Eastern papers, misled by 
their lying statements, have been unwitting- 
ly led into an act of injustice which they will 
undoubtedly regret when they learn the true 
facts of the case, and for which they will 
make such reparation as is due. * 

The unwarranted and infamous assault 
made upon the dressed beef shippers of this 
city was inaugurated by the Pittsburg 
Commercial-Gazette, one of whose correspond- 
ents sent to it what purported to be, an er- 
posé of the quality of the dressed meat sent 
from here. ‘The writer prepared his report 
without interviewing the Health Depart- 
ment of the city, the inspectors of the yards, 
the shippers themselves, or any responsible 
persons. Upon the singie authority of 
a man who cannot be found he 
sent out a report whichis a falsehood from 
beginning to end. Not one of the men in the 
yards nor any ot the inspectors saw him, nor 
did he apply to any one in authority for in- 
formation. Had he done so he would have 
learned much that would have been of im- 
portance as bearing upon this question, and 
might have saved his paper from publishing 


not only discreditable but disreputable in its 
style and unsurpassed in falsity of state- 
ment. 

The simple facts in the case are that the 
inspection at the yards isof the most rigid 
description. There are two State ipspectors, 
a county inspector, a health inspector, a Hu- 
mane Society inspector, and every packing- 
house has ite inspector at the scales, 
and if this is not sufficient the 
dressed beef shippers stand ready to 
receive a Pittsburg inspector and pay his ex- 
pensés. ‘ These inspectors are thorough in 
their duties, and no diseased animal can get. 
past them, nor would the packers take them. 
All stock purchased is examined b experts, 
and the merefact thata Pittsburg buyer 
gets his dressed meat from Armour, Swift, 
Morris, or any other shipper isa ‘sufficient 
guaranty of ite soundness. With cattle 
shipped through Chicago to Pittsburg the 
inspectors have nothing to do. Their juris- 
diction only extends to those which are of- 
fered for sale in the yards and are really on 


me Chicago market, but even then the in- 


spectors, when they found that lump- 
‘gawed or unsound cattle were on their way 
to Pittsburg or other Eastern points, have 
sent official notice to tne authorities. Even 
this courtesy was not sufficient to deter the

Washing Away a Continent. 

St. Louis Globe-Democrat: The average dis- 
charge from the Missouri into the Mississippi is 
estimated at 170 cubic feet per second. This 
would be 500.000 cubic yards per day, and 180,000,- 
000 eubic yards per year. At flood stage the sedi- 

reached e enormous amount of 
4,000,000 cubic yards in one day. This would 
make a dank twenty-three miles long and 100 
yards across, and 1,000 miles of such levee in 2 
year. When the united rivers pour into the 
gulf, the gutput of soil annually is twice the 
above amount. The meaning of such figures it is 
impossible to measure. One hundred and fifty 
cubic miles of the continent tumbled anrfually 
into the sea by one watershed! The wear and 
waste of cultivable soil is enormous. But the 
great problem for man is how to controi the 
mud-laden waters so that they shall not destroy 
ruthlessly on the way to their discharge.

proaches. The court that the rail- 
road com alone was liable for those dam- 
ages under the broad .principlés ot the com- 


mon law. The necessity of the viaduct grew
